Governor Ordered Inquiry. 


The Governor appointed Samuel 
Untermyer to investigate the trans- 
action and upon Mr. Untermyer’s 
subsequent recommendation called 
an extraordinary term of the Su- 


preme Court to investigate this and 
other land transactions in this coun- 
ty which had been criticized. The 
Westchester County Republican or- 
ganization, leaders of which ad- 
mitted before Mr. Untermyer that 
the board had been requested by the 
organization to purchase the land 
bought for $948,000 on July 1, criti- 
cized the Untermyer investigation as 
“political” and “‘unfair.” 

George T. Kelly, defeated last week 
as the Democratic candidate for 
County Register, who is connected 
with the New York State Boxing 
Commission, was accepted by the 
court and named as assistant fore- 
man. Mr. Kelly said he had declared 
in his campaign that ‘if what the 
papers say about what has been 
going on in White Plains is true 
things look pretty bad.”” He added 
that he had an ‘‘open mind’ and 
could be fair in deciding the case 
before the grand jury by the weight 
of evidence. Frank M. Roberts of 
Port Chester, who said he was a 
friend of Evans Ward, son of Wil- 
liam L. Ward, for thirty-three years 
chairman of the County Republican 
Committee, was named as foreman. 
Thirty-three members of the special 
panel were examined by Mr. Wise, 
assisted by Sydney A. Syme.

Questioning of Panel. 
In examining the talesmen, Mr. 
Wise asked if they were interested 
in any of the property involved in 


the transactions under investigation, 
if they were friends or acquaintances 
of any of the principals in the deals, 
and in one instance he asked if the 
grand juror would be restrained fron. 
an impartial finding if he knew that 
the ‘‘political supremacy”’ of the Re- 
publican party in this county might 
be affected by the determination of 
the grand me 

Frederick P. Palen of New Ro- 
chelle was asked by the prosecutor, 
‘What are your litical affilia- 
tions?” Justice Tompkins inter- 
rupted, ‘I think you can assume that 
every one here is a Republican. We 
should be only concerned with those 
who hold political positions or are 
active in party work.’ 

A few minutes later, in the examina- 
tion of George T. Kelly, the former 
Democratic candidate, Mr. Wise 
turned to the court and said, Xou 
are an exception to the court’s con- 
tention that we are all Republicans.”’ 
The court, pointing. his finger at 
Kelly, declared, ‘‘Yes, you are the 
exception.”’ Justice Tompkins later 
named Mr. Kellyassistant foreman. 

Alr of the*members,of the panel 
were asked'if they knew William L. 
Ward, and not on¢é said he knew 
the county leader personally. 

Justice Tompkins’s Charge. 
‘Justice Tompkins consumed twenty 
minutes in charging the grand jury. 
He emphasized the importance of 
secrecy in all» of. the grand jury’s 
actions. 

“None of the proceedings are to 
be made public,’’ the court declared, 
‘directly or indirectly, unless such 
information is given in open court 
with the handing up of an indict- 
ment. The test=iony taken in your 
session, the names of the witnesses 
who testify before you, or any other 
informations pertaining to your in- 
vestigation niust be kept strictly se- 
cret. This rulé is particularly impor- 
tant in a case of\this kind involving 
the conduct of public officers and 
people of prominencein the” county 
and its communities. —~ : 

“If there is any. attempt to com- 
munmicate with you on an subject 
connected with your investigation or 
to influence you ‘in your findings it 
is your duty riot.only to refrain from 
giving any information ‘or forming 
an opinion but to report such an 
attempt either to the prosecution or 
to myself.’’ 

The court warned the grand jurors 
that their oath said they must indict 
no one because of ‘‘hatred, malice 
or envy,” or refrain from indicting 
any one because of ‘‘fear, favor or 
affection.”’ 

‘‘The matter to be investigated is,” 
said Justice Tompkins, ‘‘related to 
accusations made against certain 
members of the Board of Supervisors. 
The charges were presented to the 
Governor, ‘and at his request Sam- 
uel Untermyer, a member of the bar 
residing in this county,.made an. in- 
formal investigation. After taking 
the unsworn téstimony of many wit- 
nesses he re d to the Governor 
and recommended a’*formal~jury in- 
vestigation. Later, during the ab- 
sence of the Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor Lehman adopted the rec- 
ommendations of Mr. Untermyer 
and appointed this tefm,for the pur- 
poses of this investigation. 


Explains the Complaint. 


“The charges arose out of the pur- 
chase by the county, through the 
Board of Supervisors, of certain real 
estate in White Plains.

Do 
your work fearlessly so that if anv 
one is found to be guilty he may be 
brought here for trial.’’ 

Justice Tompkins said the jury 
would meet in the chambers of the 
Board of Supervisors except on Mon- 
days, when it will meet in the chil- 
dren’s court, where the empaneling 
took place this morning.

L. Bodenhamer, national commander 
of the American Legion, President 
Hoover began his address. by appro- 
prite allusions to Armistice Day and 
the memories of war and peace 


which it recalled. 

He frankly confessed that, while 
the outlook for a peaceable future 
was brighter than for the past half 
century, an ‘‘armed peace’’ still ex- 
isted. Men under arms now num- 
bered 30,000,000, or nearly 10,000,000 
more than ‘before the World ' War, 
he said. He painted what he con- 
ceded to be a rather gloomy picture 
of present-day conditions, but quick- 
ly held out to his hearers thé: as- 
surance that the world is more gen- 
uinely inclined to peace. 

This paved the way for a eulo- 

istic reference to the Mallone z- 

riand multilatéral pact renouncin 
war. Mr. Hoover called for support 
of the State Department in its work 
toward perfecting means to make 
war less likely. Treaties were needed 
to provide for reference of contro- 
versies to conference, inquiry. arbi- 
tration and judicial determination. 
He saw need to define the conduct 
of nations and to formulate an au- 
thoritative system of international 
law. He said there was ‘“‘need un- 
der proper reservations to support 
the World Court.”’ 

It: was while he discoursed alon ed 
this line that the President stress 
the inter-relationship of nations and 
how necessary it was for the United 
States that peace should prevail 
among its neighbors far and near. 

Toward the conclusion of his ad- 
drezs, the President outlined the 
basis of his foreign policy. It was 
to give confidence to other nations 
that their ‘‘moral defense” against 
the United States was ‘“‘more ow- 
erful than all armies and navies.’ 
This, he said. was ‘‘a sacred duty 
which lies upon us.“ 

Tt was in line with putting the for- 
eign relations on this high founda- 
tion that he had visited Central and 
South America, the President as- 
gerted, and he hed no fear ‘‘that we 
are not able to impress every coun- 
try with the single-minded good-will 
which lies in the American heart.” 

Following the President’s address, 
a message from General Pershing 
et Paris was read at the exercises 
by Major Bodenhamer.

Pleading for adequate prepared- 
ness as the means‘to the end of per- 
manent peace, National.

Assailing those he charged had dis- 
torted this policy into a militaristic 
attitude, Major Bodenhamer declared 
‘“‘any one who twists the Legion’s 
stand into anything other than loyal 
devotion to America, to American in- 
stitutions and to a —— democ- }-- 
racy is a snake in . whose |.

Major Bodenhamer calléd for’ the

Preparedness for Peace. 


. Such a sacrifice of freedom and 


justice is the one calamity greater 
than war. The task of statesmen 
is to build a road to peace-which 
avoids both of these calamities. 
This road requires preparedness 
for defense; it equally requires 
preparedness for peace. 

The world today is comparatively 
at peace. The outlook for a peace- 
ablé future is more bright than for 
half a century past. Yet after all 
it is an armed peace. Thé men un- 
der arms including active reserves 
in the world are almost 30,000,000 
in number, or nearly 10,000,000 
more than before the great war. 

Due to the Washington Arms 
Conference and the destruction of 
the German Navy, the combatant 
ships in. the world show. some de- 
crease since the war. But aircraft 


and other instruments of destruc- 
tion are far more potent than they 
were even in the great war. 

There are fears, distrusts and 
smoldering injuries among nations 
which are the ‘tinder of war. Nor 
does a single quarter of a century 
during all the ages of human ex- 
perience warrant the assumption 
that war will not occur again. 

Gloomy as this picture may ‘be, 
yet we can say with truth-that the 
world is.becoming more genuinely 
inclined to peace; that the forces 
of imperial domination and aggres- 
sion, of fear and suspicion,-are dy- 
ine down; that they are being re- 
placed with the desire for security 
and peaceful development. The 
old objectives of tortuous diplo- 
macy are being replaced with 
frank and open relations directed 
to veace. 

There is no more significant step 
in this progress than the solemn 
covenant that civilized nations have 
now entered to renounce war and 
to settle disputes by pacific means. 
It is this: realignment. of -the.mind 
of the world that gives the hope of 


Peace a Vital Thing.

To maintain peace ‘is as dynamic 
in its. requirements as is the con- 
duct of war. We-cannot say, ‘‘Let 
there. be .peace,”” and go about 
other. business.

We have need 
under proper reservations to sup- 
port the World Court in order that 
‘we may seture judicial determina- 
tion of certain types of controv- 
ersies and build up precedents 
which add to the body of interna- 
tional law. By these agencies we 
rélegate a thousand frictions to 
orderly processes ofvsettlement and 
by deliberation in action we pre- 
vent their development into na- 
tional inflammation. 

We are also interested that other 
nations shall settle by pacific 
means the controversies. arising be- 
tween them. From every ‘selfish 
point of view the preservation of 
peace among other nations is of 
interest to the United States. In 
such ‘wars we are in constant dan- 
gér of entanglement because of in- 
terference with the widespread ac- 
tivities of our citizens. 

But of far more importance than 
this;-our ideals and our hopes are 
for the progress of justice. through 
the entire world.

The day was beautifully clear and 
eold and tens of thousands of 
Parisians, freed from their tasks, 
packed the Champs Elysées and the 
historic Place de I’Etoile to see the 
seemingly unending parade of French 
soldiers—artillery, infantry, cavalry, 
marines and members of the Repub- 
lican Guard, the latter wearing their 
famous black uniforms with helmets 
of brass and scarlet and horsehair 
streamers. 

Just before’ 11 o’clock President 
Doumergué, Premier Tardieu and 
all thesmembers of his new Cabinet, 
with ‘members of the Chamber of 
Deputies and the Senate, assembl:d 
at the flower-decked Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier. Thousands of 
troops lined the square and as the 
hour of eleven struck and a deep sol- 
emn silence fell upon the whole city. 
Not a wheel turned, not a motor car 
moved, and every man in the streets 
stood with head bared: Even the 
spirited horses of the French cavalry 
appeared to sense the occasion and 
remained calmly in their places. 

The profound silence continued for 
a full minute and then the boom 
of cannon broke through the morn- 
ing,air and was ww once 
more.

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MR. HOOVER’S ADDRESS. 


Into his Armistice Day speech 
last evening it is evident that the 
President poured a great deal of 
feeling as well as argument. There 
is @ fine moral glow about it. Mr. 
Hoover lays down certain rules of 
conduct between nations, but it 
is always conduct. touched, with 
emotion. The sentiments»which he 
expresses are not the product of 
thought in a vacuum, as it were, but 
spring from a close and realistic 
understanding of the great tides of 
life and trade and patriotism and 
aspiration which are beating 80 
strongly upon all the shores of the 
modern world, President HOOVER 
writes and speaks as an idealist, 
but there is an intensely practical 
strain about him. He desires world 
peace as intensely as any. man, but 
knows that it cannot be attained 
by any magi¢ formula, and that it 
cam come only through firm and 
intelligent. building up of all instru- 
mentalities of peace. 

Only incidental to something big- 
ger does President Hoover regard 
the reduction of naval armaments. 
This he ‘earnestly wishes and is 
working for. Without having com- 
mitted himself to any particular 
figure. or theory of. reduction—ex- 
cept that there isto be naval parity 
between ‘ Great. Britain and the 
United States—he calls for united 
action and agreements which will 
bind all, His main pledge, which 
may also be read as a challenge, is 
simply this: . 

We will reduce our naval strength 
in proportion to any other. Having 
said that, it only remains for the 
others to'say how low they will go. 
It cannot be too low for us. 

Mr, HOOVER is for whatever pre- 
paredness national defense may re- 
quire, but would not have one gun 
or ship more than is necessary. Yet 
his eyes and hopes are fixed firmly 
upon things mightier than arma- 
ment.

THE ROCKEFELLER REPORT. 

“It’s been worth $1,000,000 as an 
“inspiration .to other . tremendous 
“rich men to do fine things.” Such 
was.the remark ‘of Mr. WILL RoG- 
ERS. when he read the report of the 
Rockefeller Foundation accounting 
for, the ‘expenditure. of $22,000,000 


. last year and .$144,000,000 since its 


organization in 1913. While giving 
unparalleled scope to. philanthropy, 


;}and putting at its service all that 
(week- | the modern ‘world’ knows of scien- 


tific administration, the Foundation 
has brought the word back to its 
original. meaning. It-has stretched 
out the right-hand of benevolence 
to all the peoples. of the world. The 
latest report includes a map, which 
shows—better than any text—its 
far-flung activities. Dots and cir- 
cles and other symbols, concentrated 
particularly in the United States 
and Central America, along the 
coast of Brazil, in Europe, and in 
the Far East, give a vivid picture 
of its efforts to control hookworm 
and yellow fever, its fight against 
malaria, its public health work ot 
various kinds. The circle that stands 
alone ih West Africa should really 
be a cross, for it marks the spot 
where Dr. HmeyYO NoGucui died on 
May 21, 1928, a victim of yellow 
fever, the scourge whose mysteries 
he-had done so much to penetrate. 
Dr. VINCENT had already sum- 
marized the activities of the Foun- 
dation, of which he.is the president. 
The present report deals more in 
detail with its public health efforts. 
The expenditures for this. work 
amounted to only three out of twen- 
ty-two millions, but it makes a spe- 
cial appeal to the imagination, and 
has strategic importance because it 
looks to the future. The Founda- 
tion’s. contribution to the eradication 
of hookworm has long been under- 
stood. It next undertook studies and 
demonstrations’ in ‘malaria control, 
and of recent years much of its ef- 
fort has been directed at yellow 
fever.. Gradually, as‘ the campaign 
bore fruit, it has been able to cut 
down its hookworm expenses, and 
since the foci of yellow fever have 
become more restricted, the cost of 
cooperative control in that field has 
decreased. These decreases have 
been balanced by corresponding in- 
creases in the grants for. rural 
health work, central health services 
and particularly public health edu- 
cation, the Foundation having come 
to the conchision that “ progress is 
“dependent «primarily on trained 
“men who are natives of the coun- 
“try in which the public ‘health 
“measures aré to be effected.” 
Fundamental research, too, has re- 
ceived enlarged financial support. 
— —— 
DEMOCRATIC DREAMS. 

The Republican party in the Sen- 
ate is in a bad way, and the Demo- 
crats. are having their biennial 
dreams of power and glory. It is 
natural in the circumstances. Rep- 
resentative ByRNS of Tennessee, 
chairman of the Democratic Con- 
gressional Committée, foresees re- 
capture of the House by his party 
next year and equally good chances 
to take control of the Senate. Chair- 
man SHOUSE of the National Execu- 
tive Committee agrees with him that 
the trend is that way. Analogies 
betWéen 1930 and 1922 are seen, and 
‘what happened to the Republican 
control of. Congress in 1910 is also 
pointed out. The analogies are there,. 
and, control next year may be ob- 
tained. But there is an older analo- 
gy, and one more typical of what 
happens among: quarreling Republi- 
cans. “it goes. back to the years 
1920 and 1924, when the Party “war-

In between, however, they 
and their Progressive ~ associates 
gave the usual encouragement ‘to 
the Democrats by smiting the regu- 
lars hip and thigh. »The only excep- 
tions to this Progressive method are 
found in Wisconsin, where the bolder 
tradition of the elder LA FOLLETTE 
is still fottowed. Elsewhere the 
regular routine is-steady insurgency 
against the party majority and the 
White House in. Congress; success- 
ful demands‘ for platform phrases at 
conventions; and then refuge under 
the broad wings of the party dove 
of peace. 

In such times as ‘these come high 
Democratic hopes and rosy Demo- 
cratic claims, Imbued with .these 
bright illusions, the Democrats for- 
sake. their opportunity to make a 
party: record’ and form. coalitions 
with the insurgents against the reg- 
ular Republicans. When election 
time comes they are promptly de- 
serted by their allies, to be as 
promptly rejoined when a Republi- 
can sits safely in the White House. 


ON THE MACDONALD MODEL. 


Encouraged by the fine showing 
of its candidate in last week’s elec- 
tion the Socialist party through its 
executive committee has issued.a 
call.for a conference with labor, lib- 
eral and progressive groups next 
February. The purpose is to: organ- 
ize a coalition party with “ some- 
“thing of the spirit and program of 
“the British Labor party.” There is 
reason to suppose that the origina- 
tors of the plan are not so com- 
pletely the victims of an illusion as 
might appear at first sight. Their 
manifesto speaks of the “ magnifi- 
cent” vote polled last Tuesday, not 
by the Socialist party, but by Mr. 
NoRMAN “THOMAS. They, must be 
aware that his vote was nearly dou- 
ble the vote of his associates on the 
Socialist ticket. Neither can they 
have forgotten that twelve years ago 
Mr, HILLQuiT on the Socialist ticket 
polled 22 per cent of the total vote 
to 12 by THOMAS this year. That 
brave showing of 1917 did not pre- 
vent the Socialist strength in this 
city from slumping to something 
less than 40,000 votes for Mr. 
TnoMAS for President last year. The 
chief.reason for the large Thomas 
vote this year is obviously to be 
found in Mr. LA GUARDIA and not, 
as the Socialist. statement asserts, 
in “a genuine political awakening.” 

There were other reasons for the 
impressive Thomas demonstration, 
among them Mr. THoMmas himself. 
An enduring _ political party built 
about an individual is not easy to 
conceive in this country after. THEO- 
DORE ROOSEVELT and. LA FOLLETTE. 
But an individual may well help to 
restore the sunken fortunes of a 
onee prosperous concern. ' The» So- 
cialist party at one time polled 900,- 
000 votes for President. Last year 
it cast about one-third as many. 
The reasons for that decline were of 
a nature which a leader of the type 
of Mr. THOMAS and a temper and 
program of the kind he stands for 
may well undo. It is easily imagina- 
ble that many thousands of Social- 
ist voters alienated by the war is- 
sues and other causes will return to 
the fold of an American radical party 
of the typeof the British Labor 
party. Mr. THOMAS has announced 
that he is not wedded to the Social- 
ist label. The Socialist executive 
committee is evidently of the same 
mind when it.is willing to enter a 
“ coalition” party... There is an in- 
tention. to disarm and reassure in 
describing the aim: as “something” 
like the aim of the Briuuen Labor 
party. 

Such a program may win liberal 
and progressive votes. After that it 
will be’ the task of: the promoters of 
an American labor party to win the 
support of American labor. So great 
has been the rush of middle class 
and intellectualist voters to the Brit;

labor votes and that its origins 
were among the workers.

A COMPLIMENT THAT WENT 
WRONG. 


GrorGE MOSES was brought up 
well, but for too many years he has 
associated with men whose study 
was but little on the Bible. A clergy- 
man’s son, he has grown rusty on 
his texts. Such is the effect of evil 
communications. What he meant to 
say about the Insurgent Republicans 
was that they are “sons of the wild 
ass.”

It has long 
been one of the chiefest joys of Mr. 
MOSES to jeer the Senate. The In- 
surgents try to pretend indignation, 
but they are really tickled to death 
by the little pleasantries ‘with which 
members of the disorganized Old 
Guard salute’ the triumphant West. 
These things. don’t hurt the Insur- 
gents. They help them in their 
business. But Mr. Moses seems to 
have hurt himself in his largély 
honorary business as chairman. of 
the Republican Senatorial. ‘Campaign 
Committee:> - 

It must sadden his patron, Chair- 
man HUSTON, to, see the Terrible 
Infant of the Senate falling from 
trouble into trouble. Besides, the 
too careless jester will. not endear 
himself to his own State by sharpen- 
ing the huniorous zeal of the coali- 
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infancy.” Many. of the. older pub- 
Ushers in this. country, who. may 
have thought that they had seen the 
industry through its infancy a num- 
ber, of years. ago, are beginning to 
feel the competition of. real infant 
publishers — healthy two-year-olds 
who ‘profess delight over - several 
thousand new books a year. Nothing 
dismays them. They are so young 
that the book clubs, .the prospect 
of, publication. by broadcasting in- 
stead. of by printing and the possible 
elimination of retail book-sellers are 
not troublesome. 

The “book clubs’ have not been 
operating long enough to show wha* 
their effect on retailers will be. 
Their sponsors. say that the local 
book : store will be helped rather 
than hurt. The theory is that read- 
ers’ who’ already have the habit ot 
browsing and buying will continue 
untouched by the club. More prob- 
ably they will ‘scorn it. Théy like to 
make their own. selections, not nec- 
essarily on the hbasis of a review, a 
publisher’s notice or the recommen- 
dation of smart diners-out, but be- 
cause it looks interesting when they 
run through its pages in the shop. 
Subscribers to clubs are described 
as intelligent men. and women. who 
are too busy to read unless an ex- 
pert picks out something worthy of 
their attention and puts-it on their 
table. Being intelligent, they are 
stimulated to seek -more reading 
matter for themselves in the “book 
store. If this theory works out, the 
booksellers have nothing to worry 
about from the club. 

Though there are flaws in it, there. 
is a chance that it may result in this 
rosy.future. Not so long ago. the 
retailers were. perplexed about the 
circulating: library. They were told 
that if they ran a rental library in 
connection with the shop, the book 
renters would act as publicity agents 
among their friends. Habitual read- 
ers would be. pleased to have access 
to ten books for the price of two. 
A new reading public would be -cre- 
ated. The new readers might buy a 
book they liked as a gift, and they 
were sure to do a little buying at 
some time, as they ‘could not drop 
in every two or three weeks with- 
out finding something irresistible. 
Most of these , Prophecies have ‘come 
true. The Authors’ League Bulletin 
sent an investigator to several of 
the important stores. having rental 
libraries, and they’ were unanimous 
in praise of the library as an aid 
to bookselling.: Ina ‘few ‘years we 
may hear of the book stores. uniting 
to found a book club of their own to 
stimulate local sales. =. +h

A new type of mechanical respira- 
tor, said to be more éffective than 
the pulmotor, was demonstrated yes- 
terday, in Gouverneur Hospital by T. 
J.. Shaughnessy, supervisor. of resus- 
citation and instruction of the Con- 
solidated Gas Company, before Hos- 
pital. Commissioner Dr... William 
Schroeder Jr. and Deputy, Commis- 
sioner Louis Cohen. The gas com- 
pany recently presented seven of the 
new machines. to the city, and four- 
teen in all are’to be used ‘in ‘institu- 
tions in Manhattan and Brooklyn. 

Instead of pumping air in. and out 
of the lungs through a tube and 
mouthpiece, the machine ‘rhythmi- 
cally increases’ and decreases the air 
pressure on the outside of the chest, 
the patient being enclosed in an air· 
tight tank of sheet iron. . 

The demonstration was performed 
on David Wigodsky, 61 years ‘old, of

The Riordan incident 
served in reality to throw light on 
the strong position of. our fiduciary 
institutions; in that respect at any 
rate, it differed entirely from the/ 
occurrence which it at first recalled 
to many minds—the suicide of the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company’s 
president in 1907; which happened, 
as a matter of fact, three weeks 
after. his company’s failure in the 
panic. Unhappy incidents of this 
nature are sidelights on the scope of 
individual illusions during the re- 
‘cent craze, rather than on the bank- 
ing situation. Of such mournful tes- 
timony, we have probably not yet 
heard the last. 

Call money and rates on collateral 
time loans remained -at 6 per cent. 
The time-money rate was therefore 
at the lowest since August, 1928, but 
call money 1 per cent above the rate 
touched in every week of October.

The real anomaly of the period 
was that, before the: thoroughgoing 
readjustment came in 1920, our mar- 
kets should have indulged in the 
wildest orgy of speculation for the 
rise, based on absolutely mistaken 
premises. Perhaps we have now dis- 
covered that, in matters of this kind, 
the American character does not 
change from one period to another. 
Some people may have understood 
last March, in June of 1928, even in 
March of 1926, the full significance 
of the stock market’s forecast; but 
the speculative mood of 1928 and 
1929, like that of 1919, was the sort 
that laughed at warnings. In that 
Tespect at least, and in respect of 
the economic fallacies invented, Wall 
Street has had its 1920 over again. 
The economic historians used ¢o con- 
fess their Wonder at the fact that, 
when the cdénditions which. caused 
an old-time panic seemed in retro- 
spect to have been visible long be- 
forehand, speculation should never- 
theless have reached its highest pitch 
just before the reckoning came. But 
that is the history of Stock — 
muslons. ———

“While there were a number of 
contributing factors. leading ,up to 
the recent break, the major catise of 
the collapse was the: rash and reck- 
less purchasing of fictitious values on 
credit. It was not merely that se- 
curities were purchased at levels far 
beyond their sound investment val- 
ues as measured by earnings, but the 
fact that such purchases were made 
on borrowed capital. 

“Unified bank. action as.suggested 
would prevent unwarranted ™ specula- 
tion through the medium of brokers’ 
marginal accounts because it would 
limit the ability of brokerage firms 
and bankers to borrow funds to fi- 
nance their customers’ accounts on 
any but a sound investment basis. 
The man of small means would be 
protected because he would be un- 
able to speculate with. borrowed 
funds. A stock market collapse of 
any magnitude would be’ impossible 
because security values would be 
stabilized to a point where ‘they 
would never reach a dangerous in- 
flation level. A policy of —— kind 
would also tremendously stréngthen 
our entire credit situation, as it 
would place every bank stock in the 
country on a basis where they would 
be backed by securities that were 
sound from ..ah investment, stand- 
point and therefore liquid. 

Bank Action Proposed.

;,ASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 11.— 
An order granting authority to the 
New. York Central. Railroad ‘Com- 
pany to issue $35,699,900 of capital 
stock consisting of 356,699 shares of 
the par value of $100 each to be sold 
to stockholders of record of Nov. 15 
at par on the basis of one new share 
for each thirteen shares then ‘held, 
was made public today by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. The 
closing price of New York Central 
stock on the New York Stock Ex- 
change today was 171. Its-peak for 
the year, prior to the smash of| 
values, was 256%. 

Considerable interest was shown in 
the order because not long ago the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
voiced an objection to the principle 
of selling new shares of railroad 
stocks to holders of old shares at a 
heavy discount and stirred up a Pate 
controversy among its members as 
to its authority to rule on such a sub- 
ject. In one instance, after raising 
objection to the plan for marketing 
stock, the commission receded from 
the position taken. Today’s order 
was accepted as indicating that the 
commission definitely had abandoned 
any intent of enforcing restrictions 
as to the manner in which new stock 
should be distributed if it ‘was con- 
vinced that the issue otherwise was 
justified. 

The commission stated that sub- 
scriptions for the issue of New York 
Central stock would be received from 
Jan. 1 to 31.and payment was to be 
made in full by those: holders. of old 
stock who desired to take advantage 
of’ the offering.

The Wnion. Pacific Railroad will 
pay $45,000,000 of bonds from cash | 
resources on Dec. 1, it was learned 
| yesterday, This will be one of the 
largest redemptions of railroad bond 
issues in years to be made without 
announcement of refunding or other 
financing. It reflects the large 
liquid holdings of the system. 

The bonds are Oregon Short Line 
Railroad refunding gold 4s, which 
were offered’ in January, 1905, at 
97, ‘They are guaranteed as to prin- 
cipal and interest by endorsement 
of the Union Pacific. No sinking 
fund was provided for them. The 
bonds are secured chiefly by ‘$27,577, - 
000 of San Pedro, Los ey ye FH & Salt 
Lake Railroad bonds and $20,000,000 
of New York Central stock. 

The Union Pacific had a profit and 
loss surplus, of $234,922, on Dec. 
31 last, contrasted with $216,440,000 
on Dec. 31, 1927,. Among its yt 
assets on Dec. $1 were $32,013,000 
of United. States securities, S27, 000,- | 
000 of demand ‘and time loans and 
$6,102,000 of loans and bills receiv- 
able. Surplus for 1928 alone was

in the ‘profit and loss surplus. 

The road’s gross income in the 
first nine months of this year was 
$159,362,000, compared with $154,- 
999, 000 in the same period last year, 
and net operating income was $29,-

many other railroads its oss and 
net earnings in September declined. 

Large maturities or other heavy 
requirements of capital by railroads 
have been met this year, except in 
the case of equipment trusis, by 
stock offerings or convertible bond 
offerings, The popularity of stocks 
made it necessary for the roads to 
attach convertible features to their 
bond reper s to insure a good mar- 
ket. In ‘railroad banking circles it 
is considered unlikely that the mar- 
ket for railroad bonds will improve 
in the next few months sufficiently 
to provide for ‘marketing such se- 
curities on a large scale.

ley Association. Their consistent sup- 

ort of a forward-looking policy of 

nternal waterway improvement is a 
valuable force in preparing for an 
ever-increasing prosperity of a vast 
section of the country.” 

The President’s waterway utter- 
ances in Louisville recently were 
touched upon in nearly every address 
of the day. His promise of Federal 
support. for early completion of the 
Mississippi system was seen by the 
ma‘oritv of speakers as opening an 
optimistic future for the develop- 
ment of waterways. 

Three speakers at today’s session 
condemned the attitude of railroads 
toward inland waterways. 

William R. Dawes of Chicago, pres- 
ident of the association, declared that 
the railroads were organizing their 
onposition. Representative Homer 
Hoch of Kansas accused the rail- 
roads o fattempting in many ways to 
block the development of waterways 
and Repserentative E. E. Denison of 
Tilinois skid that the railroads had 


organized a campaign of propaganda | 


against the expenditure of any more 
money by the government on water- 
ways. 

President Dawes predicted that a 
showdown between enemies of water- 
ways and waterway advocates was 
imminent, and continued: 

“It is true that: never before have 
the forces arrsyed against the pro- 
gram for the development of inland 
waterways in the est been more 
grimly determined. 

‘We are still faced with the task 
of secrvring necessary legislation and 
we wil'l find a well-organized opposi- 
tion stronslv entrenched and intent 
vnen secirinz. maior benefits from 
the vse of water transportation for 
themcclves, even though it may be 
at the cxpence of industry and agri- 
culture in the Middle West. It wilt 
teke hard. united work on the part 
of the Valley to overcome this op- 
Eot'tion.’

The council pointed out precaution- 
ary steps which the small investor 
might pursue in determining the sta- 
bility of construction projects. 
Among these were reliability of the 
institutions dealt with; harmony of 
the type of building with its loca- 
tion; present and future demands to 
insure a reasonably high percentage 
of occupancy; sound and economical 
workmanship and high character of 
management. 

‘‘When such basic requirements are 
met,’’ the statement concludes, ‘‘no 
field of industrial activity can do 
more to stimulate and maintain per-
